INFLAMMATIONS OF BLADDER 

H. t troubled with inflam- 
mation of the bladder, and 
urinalysis shows that it le caused 
by! too much acid in the urine. 
Bhe is now on a diet of green vege- 
tables and fruit (except citrous 
fruite) and macaroni. She wants 
to know if I think she can keep 
up that diet for any length of time 
without being undernourished, as 
she is now undernourished and suf- 


milk, eggs, Osh, meat or cheese. 
You certainly can't keep up your 
strength on that diet, Mra. H. You 
are not getting enough protein (tis- 
sue-bullding element in food.) as 
you have apparently omitted all of 
the protein foods. Macaroni! has 
16 calories of protein to the 100 
(one cupful.) The green Vvege- 
tables and fruite have but small 
percentages of protein. An adult 
needs from 250 to 350 calories of 
protein dally. If you depended up- 
on your macaroni you'd have to 
eat at least fifteen cupfule. And 
such a diet as you are on is un- 
doubetdly too low in total calories 
to supply your energy needs. 
Citrous fruits, instead of making 
your urine more acid, help decid- 
ly to make fH less acid, for all 
its, Including the citrous, leave 
an alkaline reaction in the body. 
(The exceptions to this rule are the 
prunes, plums, cranherries and 
rhubarb.) Milk also leaves an al- 
kaline reaction, and you should 
have at least a quart of i daily. 
You can have nuts, too. They leave 
an alkaline reaction and, with the 
exception of chestnuts, they give 
you a good protein and good fat. 
Potatoes are also strongly alkaline. 
Drink lots of water.

Drive for Funds Expected to 
Insure Getting Treasure 


Lease Contract for Fourteen 
Years Precedes Purchase 


Plans to acquire permanently the 
art collection of Dr. John E. Still- 
well of New York City, valued at 
more than $1,000,000 and mid to 
contain works of many world-fa- 
mous artisans, for exhibition in 
Los Angeles were announced yes- 
terday by Peyton Borwell, chair- 
man of the press committee of 
the Citizens’ Art Committee of Los 
Angeles. 

Under the plan worked out by 
Mr. Clark the Stillwell collection 
will be turned over to Los Angeles 
at an appraised valuation of $1.- 
250.000, but of this amount.
